The high-pressure cylin ­ 
d ers are 14 in ches in d iameter an d 
the low-pressure on es 24 in ches; the 
piston stroke of all of them is 24 
in ches. 
When in service the total 
weight is 136,000 poun d s, an d , while 
the machin e is massive, there 
is 
rothin g clumsy or awkward in its ap­ 
pearan ce or action . 
The start was 
mad e at 4:20, five min utes late, with 
an eleven coach train . 
From the 
Un ion d epot to Como, up the heavy 
grad e, the n mn in g time was twelve 
min utes—sched ule time—from Como 
to the Min n eapolis Un ion station tho 
tiin o was thirteen min utes, five min ­ 
utes less than sched ule time.

en gin eer of the Northern Pacific, P. 
J. Con ley, en gin eer, P. Kelly, fireman , 
from the same road , an d H. G. Purall, 
en gin eer, an d Charles Keen , fireman , 
from the Bald win Works.

Wilson , assistan t d ivision superin teu 
d en t of the Northern Pacific; E. A. 
Custer, en gin eer of tests of the Bald ­ 
win Works, an d D. W. Meeker, cor­ 
respon d en t of the Railroad Gazette. 
Amon g the Northern Pacific officials 
who witn essed the start wore M. C. 
Kimberly, gen eral superin ten d en t; T. 
J. Delamere, superin ten d en t of tran s­ 
portation ;. J. C. Barber, master car 
build er; an d C, C. Cummisky, aud itor 
of freight accoun ts. 
This trip is the 
first of a series of tests which are be­ 
in g mad e un d er the d irection of O. 
H. Reyn old s, M. E., for tho purpose 
of d etermin in g the measure of econ o­ 
my over an ord in ary en gin e.—Pion eer 
Press.

else that appertain ed u> arrhevy. Lai*"? 
on John Fox lived in Grub street, though 
he d id n ot write his famous “ lV*>k of Mur- 
tj'Ts’’there. 
Fox’s resid en ce in Grubstreet 
occurred about 1573. John Speed , the tail­ 
or archaeologist, was a resid en t of Grub 
street, where he ” 
famous as the most re- 
< ,is.l*le paren t, havin g a family of twelve 
H-ti* aud six d aughters. G rubstreet of old 
,.» *! Milton street tod ay is n oted for its 
great n umber of alleys an d courts. 
From Grub street issued such famous 
old literary skits as “Jack the Gian t 
Killer,” “Tom H lciathrift,” "The Wise 
Men of Gotham" an d scores of others n ow 
a part of every boy’s library. 
Probably 
literary men first began to populate Grub 
street In an y n umbers d arin g Cromwell’s 
time. Then a great n um ber of sed itious 
an d libelous pamphlets were circulated , 
an d as the authors, for safety, had to seek 
obscure livin g places, they foun d a fittin g 
retreat in the maze of alleys which webbed 
the Grub street section . A t an y rate, by 
the commen cemen t of the Eighteen th cen ­ 
tury Grub street had become quite n otori­ 
ous as the poor authors’ quarter of Ixm- 
d on . AJi the authors, except a very favored 
few, were poor then . The life of a Grub 
street author was that of a mod ern tram p, 
on ly he d id more work an d obtain ed fewer 
square meals. But they were true Bohe­ 
mian s always.—Collector.

The boriug operation s 
are commen ced from the surface where 
there are in d ication s of salt bearin g strata, 
a shaft bein g san k after the man n er of an 
ord in ary well. In the section th at I my­ 
self have seen the upper layers con sisted 
of alluvial d eposits of the peaty black soil, 
which rested on about a hun d red feet of 
red marls, some ban d s of which became 
bard rock, varyin g in d ifferen t layers from 
d eep red to gray or even blue argillaceous 
marls. At the base of this stratified but 
un fossiliferous rock the steel rod s struck 
a hard calcareous mass, reboun d in g as they 
came in con tact with the matrix. This 
was an in d ication That the gypsum ban d s 
had been reached , in termixed with irregu­ 
lar agglomeration s of rock salt. 
Ben eath this obstruction the hollow res­ 
ervoirs exist, the rock salt an d gypsum 
formin g a roof, as it were, to the cavern s 
below. 
Immed iately the hard mass has 
been pierced , a stream of the stron gest 
brin e wells forth with such a sud d en rush 
that men have often a d ifficulty in effect­ 
in g an escape to avoid d isaster. The brin e 
is of such a d en sity th a t common table 
salt will n ot d issolve therein , an d an egg 
will roll on the surface of the water.—Gen ­ 
tlem an ’s Magazin e.

The bagpipe is an instrument of un­ 
doubted antiquity , in one or other of its 
forms; this has lusen proved in many way s. 
A representation of a pair erf bagpipes was 
found in the ruins of Tarsus, which dated 
at least two centuries before the Christian 
era; they resembled in many way s our 
modern bagpipe, and each consisted of a 
pipe and blow-up skin. It is very doubtful 
whence the bagpipe is derived; some people 
maintain it had its origin in Italy , other* 
In Greece, and other* again say the Danes 
first play ed it. But some very reliable au­ 
thorities on the subject, including Mr. 
Penant, who has given us some very good 
proofs, assure us that Italy or Greece is the 
probable place, but that blowing it by 
means of the mouth was first introduced 
by the Danes. 
Queen Elizat* th was very fond of it, and 
in the court she retained a special piper. 
In the Highlands the earliest notice of the 
bagpipe was about the y ear 1504, and we 
And nothing tbat might lead tis to imagine 
that they were used fie fore that time; and 
even nearly a hundred y ear* later the bag­ 
pipe was considered to make *ucb an un­ 
ruly and boisterous noi» e is* Indeed some 
people have the bad taste to think it doe* 
so still) that in the y ear 1G30, iu the town 
of Aberdeen, the magistrates firlwulethe 
piper play ing either night or morning 
in the street*, “ it being an incivil forme 
to be usitw.tbin sic a famous burghe, 
and being often found fault with als well 
be sundrie neighbour* of the toune as bo 
strangers.” 
But shortly after this time the bagpipe 
came into general favor, especially iu the 
Highland*, and the Highlander* got so 
fond of it that it was heard ever)-where in 
Scotland, and from that time ha* become 
almost exclusively a Scotch instrument. 
A number of European countrie* have got 
their special kind erf hagpipe, but the 
Scotch, Irish, Italian and German are the 
principal ones. The Irish bagpipe is of 
great antiquity . 
We hear of them in the 
y ear 1470. and they seemed to have ieen in 
use long before that time, but whence they 
got their origin it is not certain. There are 
two kinds of Scotch bagpipes— IIighkmd 
and lxmlaii'* 
The Highland pipe* are the 
loudest kind of bag pipe*, ami when play ed 
in a room the noi*e they make is almost 
deafening. They are. however, play ed a 
great deal on the bills, and eound well 
there. 
At the time when the harp and horn 
were familiar in Scotland the pip * were 
heard a great deal in the Low lands of 
Scotland and in England. 
Now the- bag­ 
pipe* are rarely heard in Er;-’ 
’ nnd not 
often in the Lowlands of 
S co t' 
d. v Y ‘ • 
in the High! owls t ) . y are to be l-*md near 
ly all day long. 
It is very amusing to ate how the bog 
pipe is sometimes taught in the High­ 
lands. A well known tutor, who disdain* 
to bother hi* Lead about minims, crot- 
c! ‘ds. etc., sjty s: “ Here, Donald, man, take 
) ,r piircs and gi’e us a blast ~« o. 
Very 
k.eit, indeed; but what is sound, Donald 
without sense? You may blow forever 
without making a tune of It, If I don’t tell 
y ou how the queer things on the j*a[wr 
must help y ou. 
You see that big fellow 
with the round open face; he moves slowly 
from that line to this, while y ou beat one 
with y our foot and gi’e a long blast. 
If 
now y ou put a leg to him y ou make two of 
him, and he will move twice as fast. If 
y ou blacken bis face he will run four times 
as fast; and if, after blackening his face, 
y ou bend his run or tie his leg, he will bop 
eight time* faster than the first white 
faced fellow I showed y ou. Now. Donald, 
whenever y ou blow y our pipe*, remember 
that the tighter tin** fellow*’ legs are tied 
the faster they will run.” 
This way of toacliiug Is no doubt very 
ingenious, ar.d I daresay very effective; 
although I question w hether it would coin­ 
cide altogether with a musician’s idea of 
“ time." 
The attachment of the Highlander to his 
national music when play ed on the bag­ 
pipes is extraordinary ; instances of this 
have often been noted. Thus, at the battle 
of Quebec, in 17G0, the British troops were 
retiring io great disorder, and the general 
complained to an officer of the bad conduct 
of his corps. 
“ Sir,” he said gravely , “ y ou 
did very w'rong in forbidding the pipers to 
play this morning. Nothing encourage* 
the Highlandere so much on the day of 
action; nay , even now it would be of use.” 
“ Let them blow like the devil, then,” re­ 
plied the general, “ if it will bring back the 
men.” 
The order was then given to play some 
well known Highland pioroch, and no 
sooner had the soldiers heard the sound 
than they formed themselves in the rear 
with wonderful alacrity . 
A number of people dislike the bagpipes, 
some really dislike the sound of them. To 
these I have nothing to say . I suppose 
they cannot help it; it is their misfortune, 
not their fault. There are others who 
laugh at the bagpiper— lAu&h, not because 
they really dislike the sounds they emit, 
but because they imagine they ought to 
laugh. 
Tbe foilowring quotation from Mr. Mc­ 
Donald’s preface to the “ Ancient Martial 
Music of Scotland” is well worth reprint­ 
ing, and with this I will close. Speaking 
of the Highland bagpipes be say s: “ In the 
halls of joy and in the scenes of mourning 
it has prevailed; it has animated her war 
riors in battle and welcomed them back 
after their toils to the home* of their love 
and the hills of their nativity . 
Its strains 
were first sounded on the ears of infancy , 
and they are the last to be forgotten in the 
wanderings of age. 
“ Even the Highlander will allow that it 
is not the gentlest of inst ruments; but, when 
far from their mountain homes, what 
sounds, however melodious, could thrill 
round their heart like the burst of their 
own native pipe? ” Again he say s: “ Need 
it be told here to how many fields of 
danger and victory its proud strains have 
led? There is not a battle honorable to 
Britain in which its war blast lias not 
sounded. When every other instrument 
has been hushed by the confusion and 
carnage of the scene, it has been borne 
into the thick of battle; and far in the ad­ 
vance its bleeding but devoted bearer, 
sinking on the earth, has sounded at once 
an encouragement to his country men and 
his own coronach.” —North British Adver­ 
tiser.

Have You Seen It. 
The first comet that has appeared 
in the northern hemisphere since 1882 
can now be seen by those who get up 
early enough in the morning.

It 
shines like a star of the fourth magni­ 
tude and can be found just west of 
tho constellation of Pegasus. It is 
worth looking at. It will not disap­ 
pear till the latter part of this month.

Look Out For Them. 
A couple of cloth peddlers have 
been at work in Becker county, says 
the Detroit Record, the past ten days 
and are there yet. They take a trunk 
full of goods and go out among the 
best farmers. Of these goods they 
make of packages which they value 
at SGS and $78—$68 being the small­ 
est amount they sell. For these goods 
they take the farmers’ notes bearing 
4 per cent, interest, running from six 
to eight months. They have already 
sold considerable goods, and we wiU 
bet a dollar against a cent that when 
the farmer look* his bargain over he 
will find he is in the soup. The wise 
farmer will buy no goods, nor give 
any 4 per cent, notes. 


A Model Locomotive. 
Several prominent railroad officials 
w ere ai the union depot yesterday to 
w itness the performances of the Van­ 
dal n compound locomotive in starting 
out with the Northern Pacific trans­ 
continental train. This engine was 
built by the Baldwin Locomotive 
works to be testod by the American 
Railway Master Mechanics’ associa­ 
tion, and she has already been tried 
on a number of Eastern roads. It is 
said that this is the t>est example of 
the improved locomotive engine that 
has ever been built. The engine is a 
IO-wheeler, has drivers 6 feet in di­ 
ameter, boiler 62 inches and carries 
190 p o u n d s of steam—from 40 to 50 
pounds more to the square inch than 
customary. The high-pressure cylin­ 
ders are 14 inches in diameter and 
the low-pressure ones 24 inches; the 
piston stroke of all of them is 24 
inches. When in service the total 
weight is 136,000 pounds, and, while 
the machine is massive, there 
is 
rotting clumsy or awkward in its ap­ 
pearance or action. The start was 
made at 4:20, five minutes late, with 
an eleven coach train. From the 
Union depot to Como, up the heavy 
grade, the running time was twelve 
minutes—schedule time—from Como 
to the Minneapolis Union station the 
time was thirteen minutes, five min­ 
utes less than schedule time. In the 
cab were James Goodman, traveling 
engineer of tho Northern Pacific, P. 
J. Conley, engineer, P. Kelly, fireman, 
from the same road, and H. G. Purall, 
engineer, and Charles Keen, fireman, 
from the Baldwin Works. On the 
platform of the pilot were: O. H. 
Reynolds, master engineer, and C. J. 
Wilson, assistant division superman 
dent of the Northern Pacific; E. A. 
Custer, engineer of tests of the Bald­ 
win Works, and D. W. Meeker, cor­ 
respondent of the Railroad Gazette. 
Among the Northern Pacific officials 
w ho witnessed the start wore M. C. 
Kimberly, general superintendent; T. 
J. Delamere, superintendent of trans­ 
portation;. J. C. Barber, master car 
builder; and C. C. Cammisky, auditor 
of freight accounts. This trip is the 
first of a series of tests which are be­ 
ing made under the direction of O. 
H. Reynolds, M. E., for tho purpose 
of determining the measure of econo­ 
my over an ordinary engine.—Pioneer 
Press.

If other people’s 
children are not exactly sacred in a wom­ 
an’s eyes she entertains a sentiment as to 
her owu offspring which scorns the bo- 
longings of another baby. She is more 
than apt to look askance upon every pass­ 
ing peram bulator as the possible precursor 
of fever, whooping 
cough, measles or 
some ot her dire affliction common to infan­ 
tile mankind, and give it as wide a berth 
as circumstances may allow. 
It would be a poor investment for the 
industrious and nimble fingered shoplifter 
to take ‘‘baby’s things,” even lf he got a 
good chance, for there would be no market 
for them. Even the more refined klepto­ 
maniac, who steals without knowing why, 
just because she was bom that way and 
cannot help it, knows better than to do 
that, for she steals only for the home mar­ 
ket. Thus “baby’s things” can be left on 
the crowded sidewalk from luncheon till 
sundown without danger of loss. And 
thus they are left fro rn hour to bour every 
pleasant 
afternoon, while 
the mother 
wrestles with the 
problem of getting 
twenty dollars’ worth of goods for a tea 
dollar note; and the wheels of the peram­ 
bulators grow clean and bright under the 
constant friction of spring trousers and 
tailor's gowns.—New York Herald.

Probably 
literary men first began to populate Grub 
street in any numbers during Cromwell’s 
time. Then a great number of seditious 
and libelous pamphlets were circulated, 
aud as the authors, for safety, had to seek 
obscure living places, they found a fitting 
retreat in the maze of alleys which webbed 
the Grub street section. A t any rate, by 
the commencement of the Eighteenth cen­ 
tury Grub street had become quite notori­ 
ous as the poor authors’ quarter of Lon­ 
don. All the authors, except a very favored 
few, were poor then. The life of a Grub 
street author was that of a modern tramp, 
only he did mare work and obtained fewer 
square meals. 
But they were true Bohe­ 
mians always.—Collector. 


n o r in g for S alt. 
The process of salt extraction is not 
w ithout interest. The boring operations 
are commenced from the surface where 
there are indications of salt bearing strata, 
a shaft being sank after the manner of an 
ordinary well. In the section that I my­ 
self have seen the upper layers consisted 
of alluvial deposits of the peaty black soil, 
which rested on about a hundred feet of 
red marls, some bands of which liecame 
hard rock, varying in different layers from 
deep red to gray or even blue argillaceous 
marls. At the base of this stratified but 
unfossiliferous rock the steel rods struck 
a hard calcareous mass, rebounding as they 
came in contact with the matrix. This 
was an indication th a t the gypsum bands 
had been reached, intermixed with irregu­ 
lar agglomerations of rock salt. 
Beneath this obstruction the hollow res­ 
ervoirs exist, the rock salt and gypsum 
forming a roof, as it were, to the caverns 
below. Immediately the hard mass has 
been pierced, a stream of tho strongest 
brine wells forth with such a sudden rush 
that men have often a difficulty in effect­ 
ing an escape to avoid disaster. The brine 
is of such a density th a t common table 
salt will not dissolve therein, and an egg 
will roll on the surface of the water.—Gen­ 
tlem an’s Magazine.

A lm ost E xclu sively th e F avorite In ­ 
strum ent o f the Scotch H ighlan der. 
Effect o f th e ISagpipe in War. 


The bagpipe is an instrum ent of un­ 
doubted antiquity, in one or other of its 
forms; this has been proved in many ways. 
A representation of a pair of bagpipes was 
found in the ruins of Tarsus, which dated 
at least two centuries before the Christian 
era; they resembled in many ways our 
modern bagpipe, and each consisted of a 
pipe and blow-up skin. It is very doubtful 
whence the bagpipe is derived; some people 
maintain it bad its origin in Italy, others 
in Greece, and others again say the Danes 
first played it. B ut some very reliable au ­ 
thorities on the subject, including Mr. 
Penant, who has given us some very good 
proofs, assure us th at Italy or Greece is tile 
probable place, but th at blowing it by 
means of the mouth was first introduced 
by the Danes. 
Queen Elizabeth Witt very fond of it, and 
in the court she retained a special piper. 
In the Highlands the earliest notice of the 
bagpipe was about the year 1504, and we 
find nothing that m ight lead us to imagine 
that they were used lie fore th a t time; and 
even nearly a hundred years later the bag­ 
pipe was considered to make such an tin­ 
nily and boisterous refine fas indeed some 
people have the bad taste to think it does 
so still) that in the year 1030, in the town 
of Aberdeen, the magistrates forbade the 
pi per playing either night or morning 
in the st re e ts , "it being an incivil forme 
to be usit within sic a famous burghs, 
and being often found fault with als well 
be sundrle neighbours of the toune aa Isl 
strangers.” 
But shortly after this time the bagpipe 
came into general favor, especially in the 
Highlands, and the Highlanders got so 
fond of it that it was heard everywhere in 
Scotland, and from that time bas become 
almost exclusively a Scotch instrument. 
A number of European countries have got 
their special kind of bagpipe, but the 
Scotch, Irish, Italian and German are the 
principal ones. The Irish bagpipe is cf 
great antiquity. 
We hear of them in the 
year 1470, and they seemed to have l»een in 
use long before that time, but whence they 
got their origin it is not certain. There are 
two kinds of Scotch bagpipes—Highland 
and low land 
The Highland pipe# are the 
loudest kind of bagpipes, and when played 
in a room the noise they make is almost 
deafening. They are, however, played a 
great deal on the hills, and sound well 
there;. 
At the time when the harp aud horn 
were fam iliar in Scotland the pipes were 
heard a great deal in the Lowlands of 
Scotland and in England. Now the- bag- 
pipeg are rarely heard in E a r’ 
d ".rid not 
often in the low lands of S-.-oi' 
d. r Y ’ • 
in the High hinds t i . y are to be I..... a near 
ly all day long. 
It is very amusing to n*.o how the bag­ 
pipe is sometimes taught in tile High­ 
lands. A well known tutor, who disdains 
to bother his head about minims, crot- 
c! 
etc., h.*ys: “ Here, Donald, man, take 
> 
pijies and gi’e us a blast -nj. 
Very 
..-ii, indeed; but what is sound, Donald, 
without sense? You may blow forever 
without making a tune of it, if I don’t teli 
you how the queer things on the paper 
m ust help you. You see that big fellow 
with the round open faoe; he moves slow ly 
from that line to this, while you beat one 
with your foot and gi’e a long blast. 
If 
now- you put a leg to him you make two of 
him, and he will move twice as fast, If 
you blacken his face he will run four times 
as fast; and if, after blackening his face, 
you bend his run or tie his leg, he will hop 
eight times faster than the first white 
faced fellow I showed you. Now, Donald, 
whenever you blow your pipes, remember 
that the tighter those fellows’ legs are tied 
the faster they will run.” 
This way of teaching is no doubt very 
ingenious, and I daresay very effective; 
although I question w hether it would coin­ 
cide altogether with a musician’s idea of 
“tim e.” 
The attachm ent of the Highlander to his 
national music when played on the bag­ 
pipes is extraordinary; instances of this 
have often been noted. Thus, at the battle 
of Quebec, in 1700, the British troops were 
retiring in great disorder, and the general 
complained to an officer of the bad conduct 
of his corps. 
“Sir,” he said gravely, “you 
did very wTong in forbidding the pipers to 
play this morning. Nothing encourages 
the Highlanders so much on the day of 
action; nay, even now it would be of use.” 
“Let them blow like the devil, then,'* re­ 
plied the general, “if it will bring back the 
men.” 
The order was then given to play some 
well known Highland piorocb, and no 
sootier had the soldiers heard the sound 
than they formed themselves in the rear 
with wonderful alacrity. 
A number of people dislike the bagpipes; 
some really dislike the sound of them. To 
these I have nothing to say. I suppose 
they cannot help it; it is their misfortune, 
not their fault. There are others who 
laugh at the bagpipes—laugh, not because 
they really dislike the sounds they emit. 
but because they imagine they ought to 
laugh. 
ITae following quotation from Mr. Mc­ 
Donald’s preface to the “Ancient Martial 
Music of Scotland” is well worth reprint­ 
ing, and with this I will close. Speaking 
of the Highland bagpipes he says: “In the 
halls of joy and in the scenes of mourning 
it has prevailed; it has animated her war­ 
riors in battle and welcomed them back 
after their toils to the homes of their love 
and the hills of their nativity. Its strains 
were first sounded on the ears of infancy, 
and they are the last to be forgotten in the 
wanderings of age. 
“Even the Highlander will allow th at it 
is not the gentlest of inst ruments; but, when 
far from their mountain homes, what 
sounds, however melodious, could thrill 
round their heart like the burst of their 
own native pipe?” Again he says: “Need 
it be told here to how many fields of 
danger and victory its proud strains have 
led? There is not a battle honorable to 
Britain in which its war blast has not 
sounded. W hen every other instrum ent 
has been hushed by the confusion and 
caruage of the scene, it has been borne 
into the thick of battle; and far in the ad­ 
vance its bleeding but devoted bearer, 
sinking on the earth, has sounded at once 
an encouragement to his countrymen and 
his own coronach.”—North British Adver­ 
tiser.

Are All Metals Mag netic? 
So far an we now know, the magnet­ 
ic property is peculiar to iron, nickel, 
and cobalt, and this property is easily 
destroyed by adm ix ture with certain 
foreign substances such as nmngnnese. 
It is ulso affected by beat. 
It has long 
been known that in iron, for instance, 
the magnetic property is totally des­ 
troyed by d red beat. The same is 
true with nickel 
and 
cobalt—the 
former losing its magnetism at a low­ 
er and the latter at a higher tempera­ 
ture than iron. 
It we study the phe­ 
nomena of magnetization of iron at 
various temperatures, if the magne­ 
tizing force be small but constant, we 
find that at the ordinary tenqiera- 
tureof the air, the magnetism pro­ 
duced 
is 
small. 
As the tempera­ 
ture increases, the resulting magne­ 
tism 
also 
increases, 
slowly 
at 
first, 
hut when 
the 
temperature 
reaches something like 1,1 <M>^ Fahren­ 
heit, (WH>° Centigrade, t he magnetiza­ 
tion very rapidly increase* for the 
same current until about 1,400° F., 
770° (’., 
is reached, 
when it has 
about 1,100 ds ninth magnetism as a 
piece of glass or copper under the same 
circumstances. 
If we 
ir.crease the 
temperature to 1,445°F., 7 mA° (’., 
this magnetism suddenly alm ost en­ 
tirely disappears. 
If on 
tiie other 
hand, tun magnetizing 
current 
be 
large, the resulting magnetism gradu­ 
ally decreases as the temperature 
rises until it suddenly entirely dis- 
Rppears at the game temperature at 
winch it did with small currents. 'Phis 
temperature at which tho magnetic 
properties of iron dienppear is known 
as the critical 
temperature 
aud 
changes rapidly with the com position 
of the iron. 
For instance, with very 
soft charcoal, iron it may bo as high 
as I,0O0° F., 8 8 0' 
whereas for 
W hitworth steel it is only 1.242°F., 
600° F. 
An alloy of nickie and iron contain 
ing 25 js*r cent, of nickel, presents 
some curious phenomena which have 
a more direct bearing on tiie subject 
of this article. Such an alloy is usual­ 
ly non-magnet ic, but if it be cooled 
down a little below the freezing point, 
it becomes decidedly magnetic. 
“ Al­ 
though this seems very remarkable at 
first,” says .Mr. K. Ilopkinson, “ it is 
clearer if we say that the critical point 
of this alloy is W on- the freezing 
|*>int.” 
But the most remarkable 
feature of the alloy is that after hav­ 
ing once acquired magnetic properties, 
it retains them through all tempera­ 
tures up to 1,070*' F. (5*0° <’.), wh**n 
it very rapidly loses them and l>e- 
comes non-magnet ic again, as does

utes the hated ping of the m osquito 
had ceased find in five minutes not 
one of the torm entors remained with­ 
in the w'alls of the tent. 
Then cover­ 
ing his one window with 'mosquito 
netting, he slept undisturbed the sleep 
of the ju.st. 
It may, however, be well 
to state that while the fumes of gum 
camphor are distasteful to the m os­ 
quito, they are not particularly ben­ 
eficial to human beings, and under 
similar conditions it would be ad­ 
visable for the camper to see that 
a supply of fresh air is introduced in­ 
to the tent before going to sleep.

When I was satisfied of the fact I 
hurried forw ard and said to the in 
rinser, ‘Jake, there is a tra in close be­ 
hind us.

“ Jake drop p ed his oil can an d hts 
lower jaw a t about the same m om ent, 
and looked to see w hether I was crazy 
or joking. 
“ ‘Well, let the fireman a tten d to 
m atters here, and come back and see,’ 
said I.

Cages. 
Tinw are was first m ade in this coun­ 
try in the tow n of Kensington, now 
Bet lift, Ct., which becam e fam ous a t a 
very early day for its m anufactures in 
th a t line. 
A bout 1740, an Irishm an, 
nam ed Edw ard or W illiam P atterso n , 
settled in th a t p lace, and being a tin ­ 
sm ith by trade, introduced the indus­ 
try' and began taking ap p rentices. 
F o r years he and others p eddled tin ­ 
ware in baskets, carried by band and 
then on horses. 
L ater wagons with 
one, tw o and even four horses were 
emp loyed for this p urp ose. The trad e 
finally extended al! over the land and 
form ed the first of those industries 
which have m ade Berlin so 
widely 
k noun. 
After tinw are was int roil iced the 
m anufacture of bruss bet aine exten­ 
sive in th a t old town, esp ecially the 
making 
of 
sleigh-bells. 
Then fol­ 
lowed brass andirons and harness 
buckles. As a m a tte r of course all 
these articles were p roduced by hand, 
blit 
now m achinery p roduces im­ 
mense quantities th a t find a sale in all 
p a rts of the world. 
Corn-p op p ers owe their origin to th e 
inventive genius of a New H am p shire 
m an nam ed F ran cis’ P. K nowlton, 
who, rn 1857, m ade the first p o p la r 
iii existence. He used wire netting,

FIRST THINCS. 


The Earliest Tinw are— The Original 
Corn - Popper — American 
Bird 
Canes, 
Tinware was first made in this coun 
try in the town of Kensington, now 
Bet lift, Ct., which became famous a t a 
very early day for its manufactures in 
th a t line. 
About 1740, an Irishman, 
named Edward or William Patterson, 
settled in th a t place, and being a tin­ 
smith by trade, introduced the indus­ 
try and began taking apprentices. 
For years lie and others peddled tin­ 
ware in baskets, carried by hand and 
then on horses. Later wagons with 
one, two and even four horses were 
employed for this purpose. The trade 
finally extended all over the land and 
formed the first of those industries 
which have made Berlin so widely 
known. 
After tinw are was introduced the 
manufacture of brass became exten­ 
sive iii th a t old town, especially the 
making of sleigh-bells. 
Then fol- 
iowtd brass andirons and harness 
buckles. As a m atter of course all 
these articles were produced by hand, 
hut now machinery produces im­ 
mense quantities th a t find asale in all 
parts of the world. 
Corn-poppers owe their origin to the 
inventive genius of a New Hampshire 
man named Francis'* P. Knowlton, 
who, iii 1857, made th e first popper 
iii existence. He used wire netting, 
cutting the various parts of the re­ 
quired siiupe and sewing them togeth­ 
er with small wire. Thinking he saw 
a field of usefulness for his invention 
lie made several and took them to a 
store iii Concord, where he expected 
he 
would he able to introduce to 
public notice a useful utensil and at 
the same time improve his financial 
condition. The venture proved very 
unsuccessful, the proprietors of the 
store ridiculing his production and 
refusing to have anything to do with 
it. 
Unwilling to he thus thw arted, lie 
proposed leaving the poplars to he 
sold on commission, and was told 
th a t he might do so with one or two 
if he would pay storage. This he was 
unable to agree to and he took them 
hack 
to Hopkinton, little thinking 
th at in a comparatively short time 
they would he found iii alm ost every 
New England home 
As far as can he ascertained, this 
invention was never patented. The 
original popper is now in the pos­ 
session of the Antiquarian Society a t 
’ontocook, N, H. 
In I SJH the first bird cages were 
manufactured iii the United States. 
Previous to this, they imported from 
Germany. G. Gunther wus the first 
to make them iii this country, iii New 
York City. There are nine manufac­ 
turers of bird cases iii the United 
States. Of late years the prices of 
these articles have been so cut th a t 
the profits are so limited th a t in some 
cases the cages are sold below the cost 
of production. Several attem pts have 
been made to form a combination or 
trust. Eight of the m anufacturers 
are willing to join the combination, 
but the ninth manufacturer will not 
listen to any terms, claiming to he 
ii hie to meet any cut in price th at 
the others make.—The House Fur­ 
nishing Review.

Irrigation, which has done so mach 
for tile rainless region between the 
Missouri and the Rocky Mountains, 
once known on the maps as the “great 
American desert.” is also working 
miracles of redemption upon the great 
desert of northern Africa. The area 
of Algeria is about 330,000 square 
miles, of which one half is within the 
boundaries of the Sahara. This re­ 
gion is being put under successful cul­ 
tivation by jneaus of artesian wfells. 
The boring of these wells was system ­ 
atically begun in 1837, and now there 
are over 13,000 in operation. They 
range in depth from 75 to 400 feet. 
The water is collected iii small reser­ 
voirs, from which it is conducted to 
the plantations. In this way 12,000,- 
000 acres, or nearly 10,000 square 
miles, an area half the size of Kentuc­ 
ky, have been reclaimed.

the improved looomotive engine that 
has ever been built. Tho engine is a 
10-wheeler, has drivers C feet in di­ 
ameter, boiler 62 inches and carries 
190 pounds of steam—from 40 to 50 
pounds more to the square inch than 
customary. The high-pressure cylin­ 
ders are 14 inches in diameter and 
the low-pressure ones 24 inches; the 
piston stroke of all of them is 24 
inches. 
When in service the total 
weight is 136,000 pounds, and, while 
the machine is massive, there 
is 
nothing clumsy or awkward in its ap­ 
pearance or action. The start was 
made at 4:20, five minutes late, with 
an eleven coach train. From the 
Union depot to Como, up the heavy 
grade, the running time was twelve 
minutes—pchedule time—from Como 
to the Minneapolis Union station the 
time was thirteen minutes, five min­ 
utes less than schedule time. 
In the 
cab were James Goodman, traveling 
engineer of the Northern Pacific, P. 
J. Conley, engineer, P. Kelly, fireman, 
from tho same road, andH. G. Purall, 
engineer, and Charles Keen, fireman, 
from the Baldwin Works. On the 
platform of the pilot were: O. H. 
Reynolds, master engineer, and C. J. 
Wilson, assistant division superinten 
dent of the Northern Pacific; E. A. 
Custer, engineer of tests of the Bald­ 
win Works, and D. W. Meeker, cor­ 
respondent of the Railroad Gazette. 
Among the Northern Pacific officials 
who witnessed the start wore M. C. 
Kimberly, general superintendent; T. 
J. Delamere, superintendent of trans­ 
portation;. J. C. Barber, master car 
builder; and C. C. Cmmmisky, auditor 
of freight accounts. This trip is the 
first of a series of tests which are be­ 
ing made under the direction of O. 
H. Reynolds, M. E., for the purpose 
of determining the measure of econo­ 
my over an ordinary engine.—Pioneer 
Press.

Later 
on John Fox lived in Grub street, though 
he did not write hi* Cam OB s "Book of M.*r- 
tjTs’’there. 
Fox’s residence In Gru b street 
occurred about 1572. John Speed, the tail­ 
or archasologi-»t, was a resident of Grub 
street, where he 
i famous as the most re­ 
sponsible parent, having a family of twelve 
‘ c n > and six daughters. G rub street of old 
antj Milton street today is noted for its 
great num ber of alleys and courts. 
From Grub street issued such famous 
old literary skits as "Jack the Giant 
KUIer,” “Tom H ickathrift,” “The Wise 
Men of Gotham” and scores of others now 
a part of every hoy’s library. Probably 
literary men first began to populate Grub 
street in any numbers during Cromwell’s 
time. Then a great num ber of seditious 
and libelous pam phlets were circulated, 
and as the authors, for safety, had to seek 
obscure living places, they found a fitting 
retreat in the maze of alleys which webbed 
the Grub street section. A t any rate, by 
the commencement of the Eighteenth cen­ 
tury G rub street had become quite notori­ 
ous as the poor authors’ quarter of Lon­ 
don, AJI the authors, except a very favored 
few, were poor then. The life of a Grub 
street author was th a t of a modern tram p, 
only he did more work and obtained fewer 
square meals. 
But they were true Bohe­ 
m ians always.—Collector. 


ISoring for S alt. 
The process of salt extraction is not 
w ithout interest. The boriug operations 
are commenced from the surface where 
there are indications of salt bearing strata, 
a shaft being sunk after the manner of an 
ordinary well. In the section th a t I my­ 
self have seen the upper layers consisted 
of alluvial deposits of the peaty black soil, 
which rested on about a hundred feet of 
red marls, some bands of which became 
hard rock, varying in different layers from 
deep red to gray or even blue argillaceous 
marls. At the base of this stratified but 
unfossiliferous rock the steel rrxls struck 
a hard calcareous mass, rebounding as they 
came in contact w ith the m atrix. 
This 
was an indication th a t the gypsum bands 
had been reached, interm ixed with irregu­ 
lar agglom erations of rock salt. 
Beneath this obstruction the hollow res­ 
ervoirs exist, the rock salt and gypsum 
forming a roof, as it were, to the caverns 
below. 
Im m ediately the hard mass has 
been pierced, a stream of the strongest 
brine wells forth w ith such a sudden rush 
th a t men have often a difficulty in effect­ 
ing an escape to avoid disaster. 
The brine 
is of such a density th a t common table 
salt will not dissolve therein, and an egg 
will roll on the surface of the w ater.—Gen­ 
tlem an’s Magazine.

AGE OF THE BAGPIPE. 


IT 
DATES rR O M 
TW O 
C EN T U R IES 
BEFORE T H E CH R IST IA N ERA. 


Once I’mmI by Many People, It Is Now 
Almost Exclusively the Favorite In­ 
strument of the Scotch Highlander. 
Effect of the Bagpipe in War. 


The bagpipe is an instrum ent of un­ 
doubted antiquity, in one or other of its 
forms; this has l>een proved in many ways. 
A representation of a pair of bagpipes was 
found in the ruins o f Tarsus, which dated 
at least two centuries before the Christian 
era; they resembled in many ways our 
modern bagpipe, and each consisted of a 
pipe and blow-up skin. 
It is very doubtful 
whence the bagpipe is derived; some people 
m aintain it had its origin in Italy, others 
in Greece, and others again say the Danes 
first played it. 
B ut some very reliable au ­ 
thorities on the subject, including Mr. 
Penant, who has given us some very good 
proofs, assure us th a t Italy or Greece is the 
probable place, but th a t blowing it by 
means of the m outh was first introduced 
by the Danes. 
Queen Elizabeth was very fond of it, and 
in the court she retained a special piper, 
in the Highlands the earliest notice of the 
bagpipe was about the year 1504, and we 
find nothing that m ight lead us to imagine 
th at they were used before th a t time; and 
even nearly a hundred years later the bag­ 
pipe was considered to make such an un­ 
ruly and boisterous noise (us indeed some 
people have the bad taste to think it does 
so still) th a t in the year IG30, iu the town 
of Aberdeen, the m agistrates forbade the 
piper playing either night or morning 
iu the streets, “it being an incivil forme 
to be usit w ithin sic a famous btirghe, 
and being often found fault wit it ais well 
be sundrie neighbours of the touue as be 
strangers.” 
B ut shortly after this tim e the bagpipe 
came into general favor, especially in the 
Highlands, and the Highlanders got so 
fond of it th at it was heard everywhere in 
Scotland, and from th at tim e lias become 
almost exclusively a Scotch instrum ent. 
A num ber of European countries have got 
their special kind of bagpipe, but the 
Scotch, Irish, Italian and German are the 
principal ones. The Irish bagpipe is cf 
great antiquity. 
We hear of them in the 
year DTD, and they seemed to have lieen in 
use long before that time, but whence they 
got their origin it is not certain. There are 
two kinds of Scotch bagpipes—Highland 
and lxm laud 
The Highland pipes are the 
loudest kind of bagpipes, and when played 
in a room the noise they make is almost 
deafening. They are, however, played a 
great deal on the hills, and sound well 
there. 
A t the tim e when the harp and horn 
were fam iliar in Scotland the pipe-* were 
heard a great deal in the Lowlands of 
Scotland and in England. 
Now the- bag­ 
pipes are randy heard in Env- 1 d end not 
often in the low lands of Scot’ 
d. r !ilv 
in the Highlands t l . 7 are to bo L. m i near 
ly all day long. 
It is very am using to see how the bag­ 
pipe is sometimes taught in the High­ 
lands. A well known tutor, who disdains 
to bother his Lead about minims, crot- 
c' <-ts. etc., 
“ Here, Donald, man, take 
y .. pijjes and gi’e us a blast -so. 
S’ery 
.eil, indeed; but what is sound, Donald, 
w ithout sense? 
You may blow forever 
w ithout m aking a tune of it, if I don’t teli 
you how the queer things on the ]*aper 
m ust help you. 
You see that big fellow 
with the round open face; he moves slowly 
from th at line to this, while you beat one 
with your foot and gi’e a long blast. 
If 
now’ you put a leg to him you make two of 
jilm, and he will move twice as fast. If 
you blacken his face be will run four times 
as fast; ami if, after blackening his face, 
you bend his run or tie his leg, he will hop 
eight tim es faster than the first white 
faced fellow 1 showed you. Now, Donald, 
whenever you blow your pipes, remember 
th at the tighter those fellows’ legs are tied 
the faster they will run.” 
This way of teaching is no doubt very 
ingenious, and I daresay very effective; 
although I question whether it would coin­ 
cide altogether with a m usician's idea of 
“tim e.” 
The attachm ent of the Highlander to his 
national music when played on the bag­ 
pipes is extraordinary; instances of this 
have often been noted. Thus, at the battle 
of Quebec, in 17G0, the British t roops were 
retiring in great disorder, and the general 
complained to an officer of the bail conduct 
of his corps. 
“Sir,” he said gravely, “you 
did very w’roug in forbidding the pipers to 
play this morning. 
Nothing encourages 
the H ighlanders so much on the day of 
action; nay, even now it would be of use.” 
"Let them blow like the devil, then,*’ re­ 
plied the general, “if it will bring back the 
men.” 
The order was then given to play some 
well known Highland pioroch, and no 
sooner had the soldiers heard the sound 
than they formed themselves in the rear 
with wonderful alacrity. 
A num ber of people dislike the bagpipes; 
some really dislike the sound of them. To 
these I have nothing to say. I suppose 
they cannot help it; it is their misfortune, 
not their fault. There are others who 
laugh at the bagpipes—laugh, not because 
they really dislike the sounds they emit, 
but because they imagine they ought to 
laugh. 
Tbe following quotation from Mr. Mc­ 
Donald’s preface to the “Ancient M artial 
Music of Scotland” is well worth reprint­ 
ing, and w ith this I will close. Speaking 
of the H ighland bagpipes he says: “In the 
halls of joy and in the scenes of mourning 
it has prevailed; it has anim ated her w ar­ 
riors in battle and welcomed them back 
after their toils to the homes of their love 
and the hills of their nativity. 
Its strains 
were first sounded on the cars of infancy, 
and they are the last to be forgotten in the 
wanderings of age. 
“Even the Highlander will allow th a t it 
is not the gentlest of instrum ents; but, when 
far from their m ountain homes, what 
sounds, however melodious, could thrill 
round their heart like the burst of their 
own native pipe?” Again he says: “Need 
it be told here to how many fields of 
clanger and victory its proud strains have 
led? There is not a battle honorable to 
B ritain in which its w ar blast has not 
sounded. W hen every other instrum ent 
has been hushed by tlie confusion and 
carnage of the scene, it has been borne 
into the thick of battle; and far in the ad­ 
vance its bleeding but devoted bearer, 
sinking on the earth, has sounded at once 
an encouragement to his countrymen and 
his own coronach.”—North British Adver­ 
tiser.

Then, too, he is a living index 
to his own books. 
If you require inform a­ 
tion on m atters of history, science, the­ 
ology, biography, art or anything else, you 
have but to apply to him and pay him his 
charges to be enlightened. 
You 
may 
make your notes out of his library, or w ith 
the list of- authorities obtained from him 
consult-the public collections. 
In one way 
and another there is probably nothing in 
the way of published information th at you 
cannot get track of through him, even if 
he does not know all about it. n e con­ 
ducts his consultations w ith the fixed sys­ 
tem of a lawyer or a physician and always 
has a full list. There are times, indeed, 
when he is so fully engaged th a t appoint­ 
ments have to be made w ith him well in 
advance. 
In theological matters he is especially 
strong. 
The list of his clients is said to in­ 
clude the moat em inent divines of the 
country. Thousand* of sermons and re­ 
ligious discu ssions annually owe their logic 
and their inform ation to him. 
In the re­ 
vision of theological works he is found an 
invalnable reference. 
In theological his­ 
tory he is probably more learned than any 
man living. 
When the enormous mass of 
this sort of literature th at is in existence 
is considered, the fact th a t he can m aster it 
as he has done is rem arkable. 
But he car­ 
ries the same authoritative erudition into 
other branches of letters. 
His strong point is his memory. It fixes 
everything in a literary way th a t is 
brought lief ore it. 
He hr.s some system of 
analogizing date* th a t renders it possible 
for him to give the day, month, year end 
often even the hour of an occurrence ou 
demand, so th at to trace it up aud refer to 
the published record of details is compara­ 
tively easy for him. Outside of his memory 
be appears to possess no literary gifts or 
abilities whatever. 
Commencing 
modestly 
enough, 
his 
charges are now- so high th at they would 
seem exorbitant to any one not conversant 
with the valne of special inform ation to 
persons of superficial education, or to those 
even of well grounded and extensive, but 
not symm etrically systematized, study. 
Many of his clients know a great deal more 
than he does in their way, arid are men of 
much greater ability. 
B ut they have not 
arranged U nir information so skillfully, 
and cannot r-ea.ll it when they need it. So 
they pay him to nudge their memories, anti 
are glad to have him to help them as he 
does.—New: York Cor.

The above array of historical facts not­ 
withstanding, Jam es W att, who was not 
born until sixty years after these great 
men had given the steam engine to the 
world, enjoys the distinction of .being the 
veritable inventor, originator and author 
of the most useful contrivance of the pres 
tu t day. 
Fulton, who lived an«l worked in the 
early part of the present century, is given 
the credit of being the man who demon­ 
strated th at steam could !>e applied to 
navigation; this, too, in face of the well 
known historical fact th a t De Gary pro­ 
pelled a vessel by steam in the harbor of 
Barcelona in 1543. Why does history make 
such mistakes?—St. Louis Aennblic.

A r e A ll M e t a ls M a g n e tic ? 
So far as we now know, the magnet­ 
ic property is peculiar to iron, nickel, 
and cobalt, and this property is easily 
destroyed by admixture with certain 
foreign substances such as manganese. 
It is also affected by heat. 
It lias long 
been known that in iron, for instance, 
the magnetic property is totally des­ 
troyed by a red heat. The same is 
true with nickel 
and 
cobalt—the 
former losing its magnetism at a low­ 
er and the latter at a higher tempera­ 
ture than iron. 
It we study the phe­ 
nomena of magnetization of iron at 
various temperatures, if the magne­ 
tizing force be small but constant, we 
find that at the ordinary tempera­ 
ture of the air, tho magnetism pro­ 
duced 
is 
small. 
As the tempera­ 
ture increases, the resulting magne­ 
tism 
also 
increases, 
slowly 
at 
first, but when 
the 
temperature 
reaches something like 1,1 (>0° Fahren­ 
heit, (9M)° Centigrade, t he magnetiza­ 
tion very rapidly increases for the 
same current until about 1,400° F., 
770° 
is reached, 
when it has 
about 1,14*0 lih much magnetism as a 
piece of glass or copj»er under the same 
circumstances. 
It’ we 
increase the 
temperature to 1,445°F., 7H5° (’., 
this magnetism suddenly almost en­ 
tirely disappears. If on the other 
hand, tiie magnetizing 
current be 
large, the resulting magnetism gradu­ 
ally decreases as the temperature 
rises until it suddenly entirely dis- 
appears at tho same temperature at 
which it did with small currents, 'l’his 
temperature at which tho magnetic 
properties of iron disappear is known 
as the critical 
temperature 
and 
changes rapidly with tlie composition 
of the iron. 
For instance, with very 
soft charcoal, iron it may bo as high 
as 1,600° F.f 8 8 o J (’ , whereas for 
Whitworth steel it is onlv 1.242°F., 
690° C. 
An alloy of nickle and iron contain­ 
ing 25 ]K-r cent, of nickel, presents 
some curious phenomena which have 
a more direct hearing on the subject 
of this article. Such an alloy is usual­ 
ly non-magnet it , hut if it be cooled 
down a little below the freezing point, 
it becomes decidedly magnetic. 
“Al­ 
though this seems very remarkable at 
first,” eays Mr. K. Ilopkinson, “it t* 
clearer if we say thAt the critical point 
of this alloy is below the freezing 
point.” 
But the most remarkable 
feature of the alloy is that after hav­ 
ing once acquired magnetic properties, 
it retains them through all tempera­ 
tures up to 1,076° F. (580® C ), wli<*n 
it very rapidly loses them and be­ 
comes non-magnetic again, ns does 
iron at its critical temperature and 
down below tie- he* zing point. 
I he reason that this alloy, os found 
in commerce, is never magnetic is that 
as it there exist-, it has been cooled 
down from a high temperature to 
that of tlie atmosphere, and not low 
enough 
to 
acquire 
magnetic 
properties. 
Had 
the process 
of 
manufacture involved temperatures 
below the freezing point, it would al­ 
ways have been known as a m.'urne:ic 
alloy instead of a non-iuaguetic one 
us has l»eon tiie case until recently. 
This alloy, it is apparent, has two 
critical points, a lower end at which 
it obtains magnetic properties, and 
an upper one at which it loses them. 
These two temperatures being easily 
within the range atou r command, it 
has been possible to study them, and 
this study has led to the suggestion 
that possibly nit m« tals have a lower 
critical temperature at which they 
would 
become 
magnetic, 
could 
this temperature Iws reached. 
It is at 
once suggested that copper, tin, gold, 
etc., are 
only non-magnetic as we 
know tiiein for tfte same reason that 
the nickle-irou alloy is usually non­ 
magnetic; viz., that they have been 
cooled 
down from a temperature 
above their upper critical point and 
only need to be cooled sufficient low, 
like the alloy in question, to acquire 
these pnqierties and to retain thorn at 
ordinary temperatures.— Electricity, 
New York. 


T o K e e p A w a y M o s q u it o s . 
A correspondent who has had 
c o n ­ 
siderable experience in camping s a y s 
that out ol sympathy with t h o u s a n d s 
wiio have elected to spend more or 
less of their summer under canvas he 
would like to make known the way in 
which he once secured lasting peace 
from the arch-enemy of the camper, 
the mosquito. He was camped on the 
bank of a lake and the mosquitoes 
hung around in clouds, so that sleep 
was out of the question. After trying 
every expedient he could think of, lie 
found among his stores a piece of gum 
camphor. Taking a piece about the 
si/e of a walnut he placed it on a tid 
plate and set fire to it. 
It burned? #is 
readily as pitch, with a clear bright 
flame, ami apparently no smoke, hut 
it acted like a charm. 
In two min­ 
utes tlie hated ping of the mosquito 
had ceased and in live minutes not 
one of the tormentors remained with­ 
in the walls of the tent. Then cover­ 
ing his one window with ’mosquito 
netting, he slept undisturbed the sleep 
of the just. 
It may, however, he well 
to state that while the fumes of gum 
camphor are distasteful to the mos­ 
quito, they are not particularly ben­ 
eficial to human beings, and under 
similar conditions it would he ad­ 
visable for the camper to see that 
a supply of fresh tur is introduced in­ 
to the tent before going to sleep. 


S t e a m U n d e r 2 1 2 D e g r e e s , 
We hear a good deal at times 
through scientific pajiers and hooks, 
of steam at lese than 212V ternpera- 
tnre and tinder atmospheric pressure1. 
Is the’re any such thing, or is it a fic­ 
tion like the so-called absolute zero of 
temperature. 
Bo long a> the surrounding air is not 
saturated with vapor at a maximum 
density corresponding to the temper­ 
ature, steam is given off from water, 
snow or i» e, at all temperatures at 
which we know them, its density and 
tension lessening as the temperature 
lowers. Thus, water at 320° F can 
give off vapor at a pressure of 0.085 
pounds per square inch, into air that 
does not already contain watery va­ 
por of that tension, when of course, 
the two tensions will be balance*! and 
i there will he no evaporation. Great 
density or tension of tlie air does not 
prevent or even lessen evajioration 
from water, snow or ice. 
But the 
presence of watery vapor at the min­ 
imum density or tension that the 
water can give off at the existing tem- 
[»erature, will prevent it, no matter 
how low the density or tension of the 
atmosuhere. 


T h e C u s h io n C a r W h e e l. 
Anything that will reduce the rat­ 
tle and vibration of the ordinary rail­ 
way car is a boon to the traveling 
man. A new appliance which is said 
to possess this qualification in a 
marked degree is the cushion car wheel, 
which has the additional advantages 
of being simple, safe, economical and 
noi- 1 -s. The wheel is composed of 
two part*, the center and the tire, 
while between the two is a thick rub­ 
ber band which acts as a cushion to 
absorb all tlie vibrations. The tire is 
so made.it may be removed without 
taking the wheel from the axle. The 
rubber is so placed between the center 
and the tire as not to l>e liable to in­ 
jury from a hot-box or from the cor­ 
rosive action of the lubricants. The 
rubber will run 20,000 miles without 
showing the slightest eigns of wear, 
and in a similar distance the wear of 
the tire is but one thirty-second of an 
inch 
which is less than one-lmlf the 
usual wear for this amout of travel, 


E lectric Ltghtinz by Wind 
Pow er. 
After long neglect the windmill seems 
again likely to le-come a popular mo­ 
tor. Taken in hand by the most 
modern practical scientific favorite.it 
is now coming into use. Tiie cost of 
motive power for electric lighting has 
long stood in the way of its use for 
the illumination of country houses, 
hotels and places of business where 
steam and gas engines—necessitating 
expense and skilled labor—are imprac­ 
ticable. Water power, says Engineer­ 
ing, I/ondon, is comparatively scarce 
witVi us, but in most places we are fav­ 
ored with abundance of wind; and 
with some storage accommodation, 
and means of n gulating the sjiecd of 
the mill, it is now found practicable 
to light hv wind power. Ati electrical 
in.staiation has been made in connec­ 
tion with a “Hullndny” 
windmill 
erected on the roof of a building on 
substantial timber supports, hitherto 
used for making 
wheat-nieal 
and 
working elevators. 
It lias been set to 
drive an Ehvell-Parker dynamo capa- 
nble of developing a current of about 
30 
amperes 
with 70 volts pres­ 
sure. Tho windmill drived this at a 
rate which taken with the use of the 
governor and cut-out employed is suf­ 
ficiently uniform to charge a battery 
of 28 E. I*. 8. accumulators. 
From 
this battery sufficient electricity is 
obtained for a couple of 1500-candle 
power arc lamps and several incan­ 
descent lamps. The wdeel is 30ft in 
diameter. 
By means of a sliding con­ 
tact, worked by a governor on the 
dynamo shaft, the charging circuit of 
the electrical apparatus is switched on 
when t he speed is high enough, and 
switched off when it drops too low 
and there is also an automatic switch 
which reduces 
the existing current 
when the speed is too high, and thus 
prevents too much current being forc­ 
ed into the cells at any time. Ill ad­ 
dition to this there is a resistance in 
the main circuit which aids the auto­ 
matic excess switch in its action.

The earth weighs Five thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-two trillions 
of tons.

dimensions, and then, the size of the 
earth and its attractive force being 
known, they work out the problem in 
this manner: As the size of the earth 
is to that of the object tested, so 
would its 
attractive power bo if 
the specific densities were the same, 
attraction being in proportion to den­ 
sity. If the proportion of attraction 
is not the same, the earth and the 
other body must he of different den­ 
sities; and it then remains to he as­ 
certained what specific density of

earth, 
its 
size 
being 
known, would give the 
attractive 
power it is known to possess. The 
average of several experiments gave 
the earth’s mean density as 5,472, 
or, in other words, the earth was as 
nearly as possible five and a half

At that time a 
handsome drummer boy, elegantly 
dressed, mounted on tiie goat, richly 
caparisoned for the occasion, is led 
thrice around the table in procession 
by the drum major, 
it happened in

the faces. 
“ W hy d on ’t you know 
th a t an 
engine can no m ore m ake headw ay 
on a greased track than a tom -cat 
can clim b a steep roof covered with 
ice?” said the conductor, w ith a p ity ­ 
ing glance a t one so profoundly ignor­ 
an t of railroad m atters as myself. 
“ I slapped Jak e on the back, and 
s a id ,‘Old fellow, you r cuteness has 
brought us all o u t’of a hard scrajie.’

W e m ade sh ort work in 
pushing 
back 
to 
L akeland. 
We 
reached the sta tio n , and got 
fairly 
upon the sw itch when the Greenport 
train, which we should m eet there, 
cam e in, and were w aiting a s if nothing 
had happened, and as if we had n ot 
been fifteen m iles ou t on the road to 
m eet it a few m inutes 
before. 
“The telegraph op erator a t L ake­ 
land handed m e a dispatch 
which 
read as follow s:— 
“ ‘T o C onductor C: T he Ben F ran k ­ 
lin has broken loose, and is com ing 
up the road. 
Turn sw itch a t L ake­ 
land, and run her off the track. 
“ ‘B arton, Supt. 
“ ‘B rooklyn, 1 0 .5 p. m. 
“Y ou see, we did n ot have much 
tim e for turning sw itches a t 
L ake­ 
la n d ,” he continued, “so we did still 
better, and saved the old Ben—which 
was n o t responsible after all—from a 
sm ash up.” 


F IR S T T H IN C S . 


T h e E a r lie s t T in w a r e — T h e O r ig in a l 
C o r n - P o p p e r — A m e r ic a n 
B ird 
C a s e s , 
T inw are w as first m ade in this coun­ 
try in the tow n of K ensington, now 
B eilih, Ct., which becam e fam ous a t a 
very early day for its m anufactures in 
th a t line. 
A bout 1740, an Irishm an, 
nam ed Edw ard or W illiam P atterson , 
settled in th a t place, and being a tin ­ 
sm ith b y trade, introduced the indus­ 
try and began taking apprentices 
F or years he and others peddled tin ­ 
ware in b ask ets, carried by hand and 
then on horses. 
L ater w agons with 
one, tw o and even four horses were 
em ployed for th is purpose. The trade 
finally extended all over the land and 
formed the first of those industries 
which have m ade Berlin so 
widely 
known. 
A lter tinw are w as introduced the 
m anufacture of brass becam e exten ­ 
sive in th a t old tow n, especially the 
m aking 
of 
sleigh-bells. 
Then 
fol­ 
lowed brass andirons and harness 
buckles. 
As a m atter of course all 
these articles were produced hy hand, 
but 
now 
m achinery produces im ­ 
m ense q u an tities th a t find a sale in all 
parts of tho world. 
Corn-poppers ow e their origin to th e 
inventive genius of a New H am pshire 
m an nam ed F ra n cis’ P. K now !ton, 
who, in 1 Kf)7, m adeithe first popper 
in existence. 
H e used 
wire netting, 
cutting the various p arts of the 
re­ 
quired shape and sewing them togeth ­ 
er with sm all wire. 
Thinking he saw 
a field of usefulness for his invention 
ho m ade several and took them to a 
store in Concord, where he expected 
lie 
would be able to introduce to 
public notice a useful utensil and at 
the sam e tim e im prove his financial 
condition. 
The venture proved very 
unsuccessful, the proprietors of the 
store ridiculing his 
production and 
refusing to h ave anything to do with 
it. 
Unwilling to he th u s thw arted, he 
proposed leaving the poppers to be 
sold on com m ission, and w as told 
th a t fie m ight do so with one or t wo 
if he would pay storage. 
T his he was 
unable to agree to and he took them 
back 
to H opkinton, little thinking 
th a t in a com paratively sh ort tim e 
they would he found iu alm ost every 
New England hom e 
As far a s can he ascertained, this 
invention was never patented . 
The 
original popper is now in 
th e p o s­ 
session of the A ntiquarian Society a t 
C ontoeook, N. H . 
In 1848 the first bird cages were 
m anufactured in the United S tates. 
P revious to this, they im ported from 
G erm any. 
G. G unther was the first 
to m ake them in this country, in New 
York C3ty, 
There are nine m anufac­ 
turers of bird cases in the United 
S tates. 
Of 
late years the prices of 
these articles have been so cut th a t 
the profits are so lim ited th a t in som e 
cases the cages are sold below the cost 
of production. Several a ttem p ts have 
been m ade to form a com bination or 
trust. 
Eight 
of tiie m anufacturers 
are willing to join the com bination, 
but the ninth m anufacturer will not 
listen to any term s, claim ing to be 
able to m eet any cut in price th a t 
tiie others m ake.—T he H ouse F ur­ 
nishing Review .

T h a t weird story th a t conies from 
Texas of tiie negro who hanged upon 
tiie scaffold until justice was satisfied 
that he w as legally dead, and who after­ 
wards cam e to life and is now able to 
polish off a ’possum in lirst class style, 
rem inds me th a t there are several cases 
on record of crim inals surviving judi- 
•ial execution. More than six centur­ 
ies ago J u etta de Belsham hanged for 
three d a y s w as cut down and pardon­ 
ed, the su perstitiou s people believing 
th at 
God 
had 
decreed otherw ise. 
O badiah W alker, a former m aster of 
New College. Oxford, England, tells of 
a Swiss who was 
hanged thirteen 
tim es, every a ttem p t being frustrated 
by a peculiarity of the w indpipe which 
prevented stran gulation . 
Ann Green, 
who w as hanged in Oxford in 1050, 
survived the ordeal, w as pardoned by 
the crown and was soon after m arried. 
In 1808 one John Green w as hanged 
in L ondon and 
recovered 
on the 
dissecting table of Surgeon Biizard. 
A fitting close for th is “ n o te” is the 
story of “ H alf-H anged Maggie” 
She 
was hanged in Edinburg in 17 40, cam e 
to life while being taken to p o tter’s 
field and lived for m any years after­ 
w ards.—St. L ouis Republic. 


I r r ig a tin g t h e S a h a r a . 


Irrigation, which has done so much 
for th e rainless region between the 
M issouri and tiie R ocky M ountains, 
once known on tiie m aps a s the “great 
American d esert,” is 
also working 
m iracles of redem ption upon th e great 
desert of northern Africa. 
The area 
of Algeria is ab out 3 8 0 ,0 0 0 square 
miles, of whicli one-half is w ithin the 
boundaries of tlie Sahara. 
T his re­ 
gion is being put under successful cul­ 
tiv a tio n by jneans of artesian wfells. 
The boring of these wells w as sy ste m ­ 
atically begun in 1837, and now there 
are over 1 3 ,0 0 0 in operation. 
T hey 
range in depth from 75 to 4O0 feet. 
The w ater is collected in sm all reser­ 
voirs, from which it is conducted to 
the p lan tation s. In this w ay 12,000,- 
OOO acres, or nearly 
10,000 square 
miles, an area half the size of K entuc­ 
ky. have been reclaim ed. 


F o r c e d t o Crime. 
T he Judge of Belgaum had recently 
before him a case in which a m an w as 
charged with tho m urder of a child for 
its bracelets atvd anklets, which were 
of cheap silver and worth about tw en­ 
ty riqiees. 
The murderer had paw n­ 
ed them for four rupees. T he evidence 
as to his guilt w as overwhelm ing; in­ 
deed, lie did not deny the charge, but 
pleaded th a t lie com m itted the crim e 
under the 
im pulse of a pain in the 
stom ach, and lie went so far as to ask 
th a t th a t organ should be opened in 
order tlnat the truth of the allegation 
m ight be clearly d em onstrated . 
The Judge, 
how ever, declined to 
have tiie op eration perform ed, sa y s 
the L ondon Tim es, found the prisoner 
guilty, and sentenced him to death. 
The sentence w as com firm ed in tlie 
usual way before tiie high court of 
Bom bay.

T he n ative popu lation of Delhi, In­ 
dia, are said to be in a sta te of the 
greatest excitem ent, caused by reports 
circulated arnOng them by religious 
fanatics th a t the governm ent had ap ­ 
pointed secret agents to kidnap seven 
boys, to be offered in sacrifice to the 
w ater d eity on the sight of the p ro­ 
posed w ater reservoir. 
The rum ors 
are im plicitly believed am ong the low ­ 
er classes, w7ho are furiously indig­ 
nant, and have been keeping a witch 
to detect th e agents. 
A num ber of 
persons who were suspected of being 
governm ent em m issan es were set up­ 
on by the n atives and b eat in a cruel 
m anner. 
The excitem ent spread, and 
tiie n atives are in a dangerous sta te. 
The police are doirig their u tm ost to 
a llay the excitem ent;

The English throne used in thecoro- 
•*ation cerem onies of the kings and 
queens of G reat Bt-itian, is sim ply an 
old oaken chair of curious p attern 
and great an tiq u ity. 
Ages of use (it 
is known to h ave been used in its 
present cap acity for m ore than 7U0 
years), h as m ade the old fram e as 
herd and as tough as iron. 
The m ag­ 
ic powers attribu ted to the old relic 
lies in the seat, which is a large, rough 
sandstone. 
Ages before it w as trim ­ 
med in velvets and gold for the use of 
the S tu arts and the T udors, it served 
as a seat for the early kings of S cot­ 
land; trad ition even asserts th a t it is 
the identical ston e upon which the 
patriarch, Jacob, rested his head the 
night he had his wonderful dream .
